Germany and the United States have 
practically agreed upon a high joi'.u 
commission to settle the Samoau trou- 
ble. 


The United States and Great Britain 


have informally expressed their ap- 
proval, and the formal acceptance, it 
is learned from the highest quarter, 
will follow speedily. 
A« ih<? proposi- 


tion emanates with Germany, her ap- 
proval, of course, is assured. 
This 


high commission, it is felt, aifords a 
pacific solution to the whole trouble at 
the moment when Samoan affairs be- 
gan to look the most threatening. 


The new plan has been fully gone 


over by Secretary Hay and the British 
and German ambassadors here, and Its 
essential details worked out. Each na- 
tion in to be represented by one mem- 
ber on the commission. It is to have 
practically unlimited authority, with- 
out the necessity of referring its deci- 
sions back to the several governments 
for approval. It is felt that by confer- 
ring such complete and final authority 
on the high commission the danger will 
be obviated of any further deadlocks 
and delays. 


BtlH another important provision un- 


der consideration is that King Oscar 
of Norway and Sweden shall be ths 
umpire in case the three high commis- 
sioners should fail to reach a deter- 
mination. The plan of inviting King 
Oscar to referee a disagreement meets 
the approval of the British and German 
authorities, and doubtless will be ap- 
proved also by the United States as a 
means of Insuring finality of decision. 


The expectation is that the sittiu-s 


of the commission would be in 8amoa, 
where for the time being they will 
have complete authority over the whole 
range of Samoan affairs, so far as the 
high commission may think fit to act 
in order to fully restore order and es- 
tablish affairs on a stable basis. 
It 


will require no treaty to bring the com- 
mission into existence, as the accept- 
ances of the United States and Great 
Britain will complete the agreement 


AsRcmbly Itcqupst Refuged. 


Washington, April 1.—The delegates 


from the Cuban assembly, Messrs. Vil- 
lalou and Hevia, called informally at 
the state department and had a long 
conversation with Secretary Hay. The 
affairs of Cuba were freely discussed, 
and the delegates presented the resolu- 
tion of the Cuban assembly. Secretary 
Hay assured the delegates that the 
United States government would not 
increase the amount to pay the Cuban 
army above the $3,000,000 already sent 
to Cuba.

company, left Southampton at no->n 
Thursday, conveying the first daylight 
excursion of the season to the chan- 
nel islands. There were aliout 1S5 pas- 
sengers on board, ar.d the crew num- 
bered 35 men. The weather was foggy, 
but all went well until the afternoon, 
when the fc? became most dense. 


At 4 p. in. the Casquet rocks sud- 


denly loomed up through the fog bank, 
and the steamer almost immediately 
afterwards 
struck amidships. 
The 


captain, seeing that the Stella was fast 
sinking, ordered the 
lifeboats to be 


launched. His instructions were cer- 
ried out \v!*h the utmost celerity, anc 
the women and 
children were em- 


barked in the boats. Then the cap- 
tain ordered the men to look 
after 


themselves. 


Later accounts say that Captain 


Reeks supposed the fog was merely In 
banks, as is the usual experience, and 
decided to run through it, but as it be- 
came continually denser he lost his 
bearings. 


When the Stella struck there was a 


terrible sensation, a noise of metal and 
woodwork being torn bodily away, the 
vessel passing over the jagged rocks 
at full speed and her side being ripped 
open Hke 'matchwood. When she slid 
off the rock she turned completely over; 
carrying a lot of people with her. Tho 
ladies on board of the lifeboats sang 
hymns all njght to ke«p up the spirits' 
of their companions.

One passenger says h« remarked to 


the crew on the high rate of speed at 
which the Stella was traveling in the 
fog, telling them he did not consider it 
safe. 


Latest reports seem to show that at 


least 60 lives were lost.

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GRAND JURY 


Concluded a Five Day's Ses- 


sion Friday Evening. 


Twenty Four Indictments Found Out 


of Twenty-Nine Cases Examined. 


Of These Only Three Were Made Public 


Friday Evening—Sheriff Scouring 


the Country for the Others. 


The Grand Jury, after five days ses- 


sion, made their report at 5:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and this report 
shows remarkable work done during the 
tession. They examined one hundred 
and fifteen witnesses, covering twenty- 
nine cases, and out of this number of 
cases, twenty-four indictments were 
found, four cases out of the twenty-nine 
Ignored and one laid over until the 
next grand jury. This la an unusual 
record. 
Of these Indictments twenty 


One are new cases, that is, cases that had 
not been bound over to court by trans- 
cript or otherwise. They were confined 
mostly to the country. Very few in" 
dictmenta were found on parties in the 
city. The only indictments made pub- 
lic were Frank Wear, constable of Clay 
township, for disturbing the Lawson 
Heights school. W. C. Timmonds for 
forgery and John Steadman for burglary. 
The grand jury reported having exam- 
ined the jail, and could only make the 
same report that many grand jury's had 
done heretofore, insisting that the com- 
missioners make certain repairs. At 
this time however, they would insist on 
its being done. The court, after hearing 
their report, instructed the clerk to 
order the commissioners to make the 
desired improvements at once. Judge 
Milner took occasion to say that he had 
not given a peremptory order hereto- 


fore, but on the recommendation of this 
jury he would order the work done at 
once, and the jury thu had made a re- 
markable record were discharged.
